Tongue-tied 


A  letter  in  this  week's  issue  (p  393)  throws  into  sharp 
relief  the  restrictive  nature  of  the  "gag"  on 
Pharmaceutical  Society  candidates  between  publication 
of  their  names  and  the  closing  date  for  voting.  The 
letter  comes  from  the  chairman  of  Lincolnshire  Area 
Chemist  Contractors  Committee  and  attacks  the 
Society's  Council  for  its  decision  to  reject  the  British 
Medical  Association's  offer  of  a  "moratorium"  on  rural 
dispensing;  it  is  written  on  behalf  of  the  Lines 
Committee. 

But  three  Council  candidates  are  members  of  that 
Committee,  one  of  them  its  secretary.  Lincolnshire  is 
largely  rural  and  has  a  big  dispensing  doctor  problem, 
so  its  contractor  representatives  are  better  placed  than 
most  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  Council's  moratorium 
decision — and  they  have  rejected  it.  May  we  conclude 
that  all  three  candidates  support  the  letter's  content? 
The  addition  of  words  such  as  "a  unanimous  decision  of 
the  committee'  would  have  put  their  viewpoint  beyond 
doubt,  but  how  is  the  voter  to  know  the  reaction  of  other 
Council  candidates? 

As  we  stated  in  this  column  last  week,  pharmaceutical 
politics  do  not  stand  still  for  three  months,  and  voters 
have  a  right  to  know  where  candidates  stand  on  current 
issues.  Rural  dispensing  becomes  such  an  issue  when 
Council  takes  a  controversial  decision  during  the 
pre-election  period. 

Another  by-product  of  the  candidates'  undertaking  is 
that,  this  year,  the  president  of  the  Society  is  involved. 
The  president  is  the  profession's  figurehead  and  leading 
spokesman — there  should  be  no  limitation  on  what  he 
may  say  for  reporting  in  the  public  or  the  professional 
Press.  Yet  surely  he  must  be  inhibited  in  any  statement 
he  may  be  called  upon  to  make  by  the  need  for  justice 
to  be  seen  to  be  done  to  his  rival  candidates. 

A  step  forward? 

On  the  rural  issue  itself,  the  Lincolnshire  attitude 
seems  to  be  fully  justified  in  the  absence  of  a  more 
fully-argued  case  from  Council.  The  suggestion  that  it 
would  undermine  the  "doctors  prescribe,  pharmacists 
dispense"  principle  would  carry  more  weight  were  it 
not  for  the  fact  that  the  principle  has  never  been  fully 
implemented  since  the  Health  Service  began. 

Lincolnshire  see  a  moratorium  as  a  step  forward 
rather  than  back.  Certainly  it  is  a  step — which  is  more 
than  has  followed  private  and  public  discussion  with  the 
doctors,  open  conflict,  ministerial  (non?-)  intervention, 
joint  committees,  letters  to  the  Press,  women's  institute 
motions,  etc,  etc,  for  as  long  as  can  be  remembered. 

A  moratorium  might  see  the  BMA  putting  greater 
effort  into  getting  a  worthwhile  remuneration  for  those  of 
its  members  in  rural  areas  who  do  not  dispense.  Once 
that  is  achieved,  the  opportunity  will  be  there  for 
the  dispensing  doctors  to  make  way  for  a  full 
pharmaceutical  service  for  their  patients  without  having 
to  worry  about  the  effect  on  their  salary  and  pension. 
One  thing  is  certain,  there  will  be  no  progress  towards 
the  pharmacist's  viewpoint  while  the  present  slanging 
match  continues  between  the  professions.

The  Home  Office  has  turned  down  a  re- 
quest from  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  for  a  further  extension  of  the  April 
1  deadline  on  installing  special  Controlled 
Drugs  cabinets,  but  is  to  point  out  the 
situation  to  local  police  forces. 

The  NPU  has  written  a  series  of  letters 
to  the  Home  Office  about  the  Misuse  of 
Drugs  (Safe  Custody)  Regulations  1973 
which  originally  gave  an  October  I,  1974, 
deadline  for  fixing  the  cabinets,  but  which 
was  later  amended  to  April  1.  1975  (C&D, 
September  14,  1974,  p  352).  Last  week  the 
NPU  pointed  out  that  one  supplying  firm's 
slowness  alone  would  put  some  350  phar- 
macies in  breach  of  the  law.  Some 
pharmacists  were  already  being  worried  by 
local  police  suggestions  that  their  stocks 
of  Controlled  Drugs  would  be  removed 
from  the  pharmacies  if  the  cabinets  had 
not  been  delivered  and  installed  by  April 
1.  "We  do  foresee  considerable  public  con- 
cern if  pharmacists  are  not  in  a  position  to 
meet  prescriptions  for  drugs  of  this  classifi- 
cation with  the  'reasonable  promptness' 
stipulated  in  the  Terms  of  Service  for 
Chemists,"  the  NPU's  letter  adds. 

In  turning  down  the  request,  the  Home 
Office  wrote:  "We  do  not  think  that  it 
would  be  practicable,  appropriate  or  ac- 
ceptable to  Ministers  to  postpone  the 
operative  date  of  the  Regulations  for  a 
second  time.  You  may  recall  that  the  post- 
ponement to  April  1  this  year  was  made 
after  we  had  consulted  the  manufacturers 
and  had  been  assured  that  it  would  give 
them  ample  time  in  which  to  meet  the 
orders  they  then  had  in  hand.  A  further 
postponement,  even  if  it  were  practicable 
from  a  legislative  point  of  view,  would,  we 
feel,  only  encourage  further  tardiness.  And 
from  the  information  available  to  us  we 
think  that  the  number  of  orders  outstand- 
ing is  comparatively  few  (that  is  in  relation 
to  the  total  number  of  pharmacies)  and 
that  the  deficiencies  will  be  made  up  quite 
soon  after  the  operative  date. 


"In  the  circumstances,  we  consider  that 
the  preferable  alternative  is  to  draw  the 
attention  of  all  Chief  Officers  of  Police  to 
the  situation  that  has  developed,  to  stress 
to  them  that  the  manufacturers  concerned 
are  taking  steps  to  remedy  it  with  the  least 
possible  delay,  and  to  invite  them  to  bear 
this  in  mind  in  enforcing  the  Regulations." 
□  The  Misuse  of  Drugs  (Safe  Custody) 
(Amendment)  Regulations  1975  published 
last  week  (HM  Stationery  Office,  SI  No 
294,  4p)  amend  the  Misuse  of  Drugs  (Safe 
Custody)  Regulations  1973  by  removing 
the  requirement  that  the  edges  of  sheet 
steel  for  doors  of  cabinets  and  safes 
should  be  lapped  inwards  in  certain  cases 
where  the  steel  used  is  10  gauge  or 
heavier.  The  Regulations  come  into  force 
on  April  1. 

Sex  discrimination  in  jobs  : 
small  firms  exempt? 

The  Sex  Discrimination  Bill,  published  last 
week  (HM  Stationery  Office,  £0  58),  would 
exempt  small  firms  of  five  employees  or 
less  from  its  provisions  in  the  area  of 
employment. 

In  general,  the  Bill  would  make  sex 
discrimination  illegal  in  employment,  train- 
ing, education,  and  the  provision  of  hous- 
ing and  goods,  services  and  facilities  to 
the  public.  It  also  applies  to  advertising  in 
these  areas. 

In  employment,  the  Bill  would  make 
il  unlawful  for  an  employer  to  discriminate 
in  recruitment  of  new  employees  or  treat- 
ment of  existing  employees  regarding  pro- 
motion, dismissal,  etc.  It  also  deals  with 
discrimination  against  contract  workers,  by 
trade  unions  and  employers'  associations, 
partnerships  of  six  or  more  partners,  in  the 
granting  of  licences  or  other  qualifications 
which  facilitate  the  carrying  on  of  a  par- 
ticular trade,  by  employment  agencies  and 
by  certain  bodies  in  the  training  area. 


Trade  unions  and  similar  bodies  would  be 
allowed  two  years  in  which  to  abolish  any 
discriminatory  financial  contributions  or 
benefits  connected  with  membership. 

The  Bill  proposes  the  setting  up  of  an 
Equal  Opportunities  Commission  and  in- 
dividual complainants  would  have  direct 
access  to  the  courts  and  industrial  tri- 
bunals. 

Negotiators  meet  on 
notional  salary 

Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors)  Com- 
mittee negotiators  met  officers  of  the 
Department  of  Health  last  week  to  discuss 
the  Committee's  claim  for  an  increase  in 
the  proprietor's  notional  salary.  However 
a  spokesman  for  the  Committee  was  un- 
able to  comment  on  what  transpired  until 
the  full  committee  meets  next  week. 

CMI's  burglary  claims 
were  up  40  per  cent 

The  installation  of  Home  Office  approved 
drug  cabinets  "does  not  appear  to  be  pre- 
venting the  theft  of  drug  items  in  pharma- 
cies but  is  in  fact,  escalating  the  cost  of 
claims  as  in  most  cases,  the  whole  of  the 
Controlled  Drugs  are  now  taken  and  the 
cabinet  requires  replacing".  This  assertion 
is  made  by  the  Chemists'  Mutual  Insur- 
ance Co  Ltd  in  their  annual  report  for  the 
year  ended  September  30,  1974. 

Shop  claims  for  burglaries  generally 
were  up  by  40  per  cent  over  the  previous 
year;  approximately  45  per  cent  involved 
no  loss  of  drugs. 

Claims  for  glass  at  £29.941  exceeded 
premiums  of  £27,557. 

The  decline  in  share  prices  during  the 
period  under  review  resulted  in  a  fall  of 
£259,059  in  the  market  of  invested  funds 
at  the  end  of  ihe  year. 

VAT:  some  flexibility 
on  new  schemes 

The  Customs  and  Excise  has  now  accepted 
that  because  of  uncertainties  about  pos- 
sible Budget  changes,  retailers  can  adopt 
the  accounting  scheme  most  closely 
related  to  their  existing  one  and  change 
after  the  Chancellor's  proposals  have 
been  announced.  Alternately  they  may 
delay  their  final  choice  until  after  the 
Budget  provided  they  maintain  from  April 
I  onwards  the  appropriate  business 
records.  The  new  schemes  operate  from 
April  1  (C&D,  March  1,  p  277). 

Customs  and  Excise  have  told  NPU  that 
the  initial  stocktaking  involved  in  schemes 
G  and  H  may  be  waived  for  retailers 
joining  on  April  I  ;  a  figure  based  on 
lanuary  to  March  purchases  would  be 
used  instead.  NPU  does  not  recommend 
these  schemes  to  members. 
□  NPU  members  have  been  circulated 
with  details  of  a  VAT  "starter  pack" 
containing  a  selection  of  record  sheets 
and  specimen  sheets  to  cover  the  first  few 
weeks  after  April  1,  plus  an  explanatory 
booklet.  The  pack  offers  the  chemist  a 
choice  of  schemes  and  methods  and  will 
aid  a  change  in  decision  once  the  Chan- 
cellor's multi-rate  decision  is  known. 


Sorting  anti 
multi-rate  VAT

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Guild-ASTMS  to  press  for 
two  extra  hospital  grades 


The  establishment  of  a  five-grade  hospital 
pharmacy  career  structure  separate  from 
the  administrative  pharmaceutical  officer 
grades  is  recommended  in  a  document 
drawn  up  by  the  Guild  of  Hospital  Phar- 
macists' section  of  the  Association  of 
Scientific,  Technical  and  Managerial  Staffs. 

The  document  lists  14  points  unanim- 
ously agreed  by  the  Guild  Committee 
looking  into  the  Noel  Hall  and  NHS  re- 
organisation review.  While  proposing  a 
five-grade  structure,  with  the  career  grade 
being  grade  III  on  the  salary  level  of  the 
current  principal  grade,  the  Committee 
has  yet  to  agree  upon  the  job  definitions 
and  names  of  the  grades.  However,  the 
Committee  is  to  meet  again  and  further 
documents  are  promised. 

In  reaching  unanimous  conclusions  on 
the  14  points,  the  Committee  considered 
153  papers  sent  in  by  Guild  members. 
However,  calls  for  a  grade  between  the 
current  staff  and  principal  grades  was 
rejected  for  the  present,  and  the  Com- 
mittee considers  such  calls  made  were 
based  on  history,  emotion,  a  reflection  of 
lack  of  ambition  and  a  failure  to  appre- 
ciate the  changing  role  of  hospital  phar- 
macy. The  document  comments:  "The 
re-introduction  of  any  form  of  barrier 
either  by  grade  or  deputy  position  will 
not  enable  pharmacists  to  achieve  the 
progression  necessary  to  reflect  their 
education,  training  and  responsibility." 

Recommendations 

The  recommendations  in  full  are: 

□  The  title  "staff"  to  be  abolished; 

□  The  title  "officer"  to  be  retained  for 
the  NHS  management  structure ; 

□  There  shall  be  five  hospital  grades; 

□  Teaching  hospitals  should  be  exam- 
ined in  relation  to  the  five  hospital  grades 
to  preserve  teaching  specialities  and 
relationships  that  exist  for  teaching; 

□  There  should  be  only  two  grades 
(other  than  pre-registration  students) 
below  the  grade  of  principal  (III)  as  it 
now  stands; 

□  Pharmaceutical  NHS  officers  must  be 
full-time  members  of  the  area  regional 
teams ; 

□  Because  of  the  changes  in  the  profes- 
sions and  professions  allied  to  medicine, 
NHS  pharmaceutical  officers  should  wait 
to  see  where  they  relate — but  in  the  mean- 
time a  further  interim  pay  increase  be 
sought ; 

□  There  should  be  in :  each  single-district 
area  health  authority  one  area  pharma- 
ceutical officer,  each  multi-district  area 
health  authority  one  area  pharmaceutical 
officer,  and  in  each  regional  health  auth- 
ority one  regional  pharmaceutical  officer; 

□  The  Noel  Hall  area  concept  be  drop- 
ped and  all  references  to  areas /regions  be 
as  per  the  NHS  reorganisation  boun- 
daries : 


□  The  of  title  "area  pharmacist"  be 
abolished ; 

□  Specialist  grades  be  slotted  into  the 
five  hospital  grades,  eg  radiopharmaceu- 
ticals, quality  control,  drug  information 
services,  patient  services,  training,  career 
development,  manufacturing ; 

□  Function  in  a  variety  of  medical 
specialities  (eg  psychiatry)  should  not 
inhibit  progression  in  the  five  grades; 

□  An  acting-up  allowance  to  be  nego- 
tiated to  cover  anyone  acting-up  in  the 
five  grades; 

□  The  career  grade  to  be  grade  III  sub- 
ject to  satisfactory  performance,  thorough 
training  and  careful  selection ;  other  than 
incremental  progression  there  would  be 
no  time  limit  in  grades  up  to  grade  III. 

Which?  survey:  'defensive 
attitude  of  pharmacists' 

Some  of  the  reluctance  of  pharmacists  sur- 
veyed in  the  recent  Which?  report  (C&D, 
March  8,  p  313)  to  recommend  a  patient 
to  see  a  doctor  "may  be  due  to  a  defensive 
attitude"  comments  a  leading  article  in 
last  week's  British  Medical  Journal.  Such 
an  attitude  is  "partly  explicable  by  the  un- 
resolved dispute  between  them  and  rural 
doctors  about  dispensing." 

The  leading  article  states  that  arguably, 
the  customer  who  asks  the  pharmacist's 
advice  does  so  on  the  basis  of  his  own 
diagnosis — he  is  asking  for  expert  assist- 
ance in  selecting  treatment,  not  in  identify- 
ing the  cause  of  his  symptoms.  In  practice 
the  pharmacist  often  has  to  ask  questions 
to  help  him  decide  what  the  patient  means 
by  "stomach  ache",  and  the  experienced 
pharmacist  may  well  become  a  shrewd

diagnostician."  However,  if  encouragement 
is  to  be  given  to  such  self-treatment, 
"there  should  perhaps  be  a  greater  willing- 
ness by  pharmacists  to  advise  their  custo- 
mers to  see  a  doctor."  Less  than  half  of 
the  pharmacists  surveyed,  the  article  points 
out,  so  advised  the  patient  though  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  has  recommended 
them  to  do  so  where  the  symptoms  persist 
for  more  than  three  of  four  days. 

Scottish  oxygen  delivery 
allowances  revised 

Revised  rates  of  payment  for  delivery 
allowances  of  the  domiciliary  oxygen 
therapy  service  have  been  published  by  the 
Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department 
following  negotiations  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical General  Council  (Scotland).  The 
new  rates,  to  apply  from  January  1,  1975, 
are  as  follows: 

Delivery  of  set  and  cylinders  or  of  re- 
placement set,  (per  return  journey,  mileage 
each  way):  Up  to  5  miles  £163;  5-10  miles 
£2-95;  10-15  miles  £4  29;  15-20  miles  £5-61; 
higher  mileages  £0-26  per  return  mile. 

Delivery  of  cylinders  (when  not  used  in 
conjunction  with  a  set),  collection  of  set 
and  cylinders  at  end  of  treatment,  second 
journey  to  collect  set  and  cylinders  at  end 
of  treatment  when  first  journey  was  in- 
effective, (per  return  journey,  mileage  each 
way):  Up  to  5  miles  £080;  5-10  miles 
£2  05;  10-15  miles  £3-39;  15-20  miles  £4-71; 
higher  mileages  £0-24  per  return  mile. 

Chemists'  sales  rise  20  pc 

Sales  by  chemists  and  photographic  goods 
dealers  in  January  were  20  per  cent  higher 
than  the  year  before  in  vaiue  terms,  ac- 
cording to  the  Department  of  Industry's 
retail  sales  index.  The  new  index  for  all 
chemists  is  now  140  (1971  =  100),  com- 
pared to  153  for  all  kinds  of  businesses, 
a  rise  over  the  year  for  that  category  of 
22  per  cent.  Independent  chemists'  sales 
advanced  15  per  cent  to  a  new  index  of 
117.  Figures  for  multiple  and  co-operative 
society  chemists  are  not  given,  and  NHS 
receipts  are  not  included. 

National  Dried  Milk  short 

Shortages  of  full  cream  National  Dried 
Milk  have  occurred  following  large  in- 
creases in  demand  over  recent  months. 

The  Department  of  Health  feels  that 
the  demand  is  a  result  of  increases  in 
price  of  commercial  brands:  National 
Dried  Milk  costs  £0-20  for  a  20oz  pack 
which  makes  the  equivalent  of  seven  pints 
of  milk.  As  a  temporary  measure,  the 
Department  has  asked  area  health  auth- 
orities to  limit  orders  and  give  priority  to 
those  mothers  entitled  to  free  supplies 
and  babies  under  one  year  who  are 
already  taking  the  milk. 

More  pharmacies  lost 

There  was  a  net  loss  of  19  pharmacies 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  register 
during  February  when  29  closed  down  and 
10  newly  registered.  Three  of  the  closures 
were  in  London,  21  in  the  rest  of  England, 
four  in  Scotland  and  one  in  Wales.  Of 
the  new  registrations,  one  was  in  London, 
six  in  the  rest  of  England  and  three  in 
Scotland.

New  Regulations  governing  the  advertis- 
ing of  medicines  which  are  the  subject  of 
product  licences  of  right  were  published 
last  week. 

The  Medicines  (Advertising  of  Medi- 
cinal Products)  Regulations  1975  (HM 
Stationery  Office,  SI  No  298,  8p)  comes 
into  force  on  March  31.  Except  for  "ref- 
erence" or  "trade"  advertisements,  adver- 
tising of  such  products  is  banned  unless 
certain  conditions  are  met.  These  include 
that  the  product  licence  is  deemed  to  have 
incorporated  in  it  the  provisions  laid  down 
in  the  Medicines  (Standard  Provisions  for 
Licences  and  Certificates)  Amendment 
Regulations  1974  (C&D,  September  28, 
1974,  p419);  or  that  the  product  licence 
has  been  varied  to  include  identical  or 
equivalent  provisions ;  or  that  the  licen- 
sing authority  had  consented  in  writing  to 
the  advertisement  or  had  not  provided 
written  objection  to  a  particular  advertise- 
ment within  42  days  of  written  notification 
of  such  an  advertisement. 

A  "reference  advertisement"  is  defined 
by  the  Regulations  as  one  in  the  form  of, 
and  limited  to,  a  brief  description  of  a 
medicinal  product,  its  uses  and  any 
contraindications  and  warnings,  appearing 
without  charge  in  a  publication  consisting 
wholly  or  mainly  of  such  advertisements 
sent  or  delivered  to  practitioners  or  phar- 
macists by  a  person  who  is  not  a  commer- 
cially interested  party.  A  "trade  advertise- 
ment" is  given  in  terms  of  an  advertise- 
ment issued  by  means  of  a  catalogue, 
price  list  or  document  for  the  purpose  of 
the  wholesale  sale  of  the  product  where 
such  catalogue  etc  does  not  contain  any 
recommendation  relating  to  the  use  of 
the  product  other  than  as  part  of  the 
product's  name  or  heading  indicating  a 
therapeutic  classification. 

Temporary  provisions  allow  the  issue 
of  advertisements  for  a  limited  period 
where  an  application  to  vary  the  product 
licence  has  been  made. 

Unichem  staff  win  rises 
after  arbitration 

Wage  rises  of  about  20  per  cent  have  been 
secured  by  the  Union  of  Shop,  Distribu- 
tive and  Allied  Workers  for  its  members  in 
Unichem  Ltd's  four  London  depots. 

The  Union's  paper  Dawn  records  that 
the  settlement  was  achieved  only  after  the 
claim  had  been  referred  to  the  Conciliation 
and  Arbitration  Service.  "Although  falling 
short  of  the  £30  per  week  minimum,  it 
still  represents  a  notable  breakthrough  in 
a  company  which,  to  put  it  mildly,  had 
shown  a  marked  reluctance  to  negotiate." 
The  emnlovees  concerned  are.  said  to  be 


mainly  female,  and  pay  scales  and  hours 
of  work  differed  in  each  of  the  depots 
"Aside  from  the  wage  increases,  the  new 
contract  insures  that  the  best  conditions 
previously  operating  now  apply  to  all  the 
London  employees,"  Dawn  adds. 
□  A  threatened  two-day  strike  by 
USDAW  members  at  co-operative  society 
shops  last  week  was  called  off  after  the 
societies  offered  an  interim  £2-50  rise. 

Family  planning  doctors  to 
prescribe  other  drugs? 

Health  service  prescription  forms  (FPlOs) 
should  be  available  to  the  family  plan- 
ning clinic  doctor  in  the  same  way  as  the 
general  practitioner,  said  Dr  Michael 
Smith,  honorary  secretary,  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Family  Planning  Doctors,  at  a 
symposium  in  London  on  Tuesday. 

This  facility  would  enable  the  clinic 
doctor  to  treat  certain  ailments  without 
having  to  send  the  patient  to  their  general 
practitioner  and  wasting  both  his  time 
and  the  patient's. 

A  general  practitioner,  Dr  Ivan  Clout, 
said  that  the  names  of  all  women  of 
reproductive  age  in  his  area  of  West 
Sussex  have  been  put  on  a  computer  for 
the  purposes  of  cervical  screening  which 
has  resulted  in  a  take  up  rate  of  70  per 
cent.  He  suggested  that  the  programme 
should  be  amended  so  that  family  plan- 
ning "call  up  cards"  were  sent  to  all 
possible  reproductive  females  as  a  means 
of  "selling"  family  planning  to  those 
people  who  needed  it  most. 

Trust's  special  £1m  for 
'vulnerable  reseach' 

The  Wellcome  Trust  has  set  aside  a  sum 
of  £l-2m  for  universities  to  meet  "special 
factors"  affecting  medical  research.  The 
factors  are  listed  as  inflation,  the  increased 
teaching  commitment  of  medical  school 
staff,  the  redeployment  of  National  Health 
Service  staff  away  from  teaching  hos- 
pitals, the  increased  pressure  for  short- 
term  "contract"  investigation  of  practical 
problems,  reduction  of  income  from 
charities  etc. 

The  special  allocation  is  announced 
simultaneously  with  the  publication  of  the 
tenth  report  of  the  Wellcome  Trust 
covering  the  years   1972-74.  The  report 
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According  to  the  report,  the  Trust  "has 
made  a  very  careful  reappraisal  of  its 
policy  with  the  aim  of  spending  its  funds 
to  maintain  those  aspects  of  medical 
research  which  seem  most  vulnerable  and 
valuable.  Fortunately  the  sales  and 
profits  of  Wellcome  Foundation  Ltd  have 
continued  to  increase  during  the  past  two 
years  which  means  that  the  Trust  can  set 
a  target  of  £3-6m  for  allocation  during 
1974/75." 

During  the  current  year  the  trustees 
intend  to  give  (among  other  donations), 
£500,000  for  research  in  tropical  medicine ; 
£250,000  for  research  in  veterinary  and 
comparative  medicine  and  £400,000  for 
the  study  of  the  history  of  medicine. 

Norfolk  pharmacy 
to  change  hands 

Mr  Gilbert  White,  MPS,  Burnham  Market, 
Kings  Lynn,  Norfolk  is  retiring  on  March 
31  after  42  years  in  practice  there.  The 
business  will  Ihen  be  taken  over  by  Mr 
Keith  Jenkins,  MPS.  Part  of  Mr  White's 
pharmacy  was  illustrated  in  C&D  in  1961 
(June  17  p  623)  following  a  refit  in  which 
some  fixtures  over  100  years  old  were  re- 
tained to  display  a  collection  of  blue  shop 
rounds  and  drug  jars.  "The  jars",  says  Mr 
White,  "will  be  retiring  with  me".

Topical  reflections 

BY  XRAYSER 

Expiry  dates 

Among  other  matters,  not  all  of  great  moment,  considered  by  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  its  March  meeting,  was  that  of  the  dating  of 
pharmaceutical  products — a  subject  which  has  been  engaging  the  attention 
of  the  EEC  Pharmacy  Group,  No  matter  how  carefully  stock  is  stored  and 
inspected,  expiry  dates  have  a  habit  of  creeping  up  unawares,  especially 
where  a  once-pcpular  product  has  been  replaced  in  the  armamentarium  of  a 
few  local  physicians  who  had  previously  exhibited  all  the  symptoms  of 
unswerving  loyalty.  The  Council  has  rightly  suggested  that  the  expiry  date 
should  be  given  in  open  type  and  not  in  code.  It  should  also  be  sufficiently 
prominent  to  be  found  without  search.  The  placing  of  such  information  on  the 
bottom  of  packets  of  a  popular  baby  food — which  promises  to  be  ever,  more 
popular  with  its  introduction  to  supermarkets — in  such  type  as  to  be  all  but 
invisible,  was  the  cause  of  considerable  trouble  when  it  first  appeared. 

The  whole  subject  is,  of  course,  bristling  with  difficulties.  One  feels  that 
there  is  a  latitude  which  makes  dating,  to  some  extent,  purely  arbitrary.  For 
example,  with  a  product  with  a   life"  of  over  three  years,  it  is  suggested  that 
only  two  dates  a  year  should  be  necessary,  perhaps  January  1  and  July  1. 
It  is  difficult  to  conceive  that  something  which  is  in  good  condition  on 
Christmas  Day  should  be  unusable  by  New  Year's  Day.  Does  the  dating 
signify  that  there  is  a  gradual  deterioration  over  the  whole  three  years?  Or  a 
sudden  giving  up  of  the  ghost  on  the  appointed  day?  And  are  conditions 
of  storage  of  no  moment? 

Tension 

A  booklet  published  in  1970  by  the  Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry,  aimed  at  the  consumer,  sought  to  demonstrate  to  the  public  the 
wonders  of  modern  medicine.  One  of  its  statements  said  that  "literally 
millions  of  people  regularly  take  medicines  of  one  kind  or  another  to  help 
them  to  go  to  sleep  or  to  relieve  depression  or  tension."  No  one  can  be  more 
aware  of  that  than  the  pharmacist.  And  whiie  it  may  be  that  such  medicines 
are  the  means  of  keeping  people  at  work  who  might  otherwise  be  on  the 
sick-list,  there  may  be  other  problems  not  readily  foreseen. 

One  such  has  been  revealed  by  Major  A.  G.  B.  King,  Department  of  the 
Environment  railway  accident  inspector,  who  conducted  the  inquiry  into  a 
head-on  collision  between  two  electric  passenger  trains  at  Glasgow.  Major 
King's  report  finds  the  driver  of  one  of  the  trains  at  fault.  Major  King  states 
that  about  five  weeks  before  the  accident,  the  driver  was  prescribed  Valium 
by  his  doctor,  who  knew  his  occupation  but  made  no  comment  about  the 
pills  possibly  affecting  his  work.  A  professor  of  applied  pharmacology,  when 
asked,  said  that  effects  of  Valium  could  have  depressed  the  driver's  reaction 
to  a  potentially  dangerous  situation  where  he  could  respond  to  a  signal 
change  without  attaching  significance  to  the  nature  of  the  change  or  to  the 
danger  of  misreading  the  signal. 

There  appeared,  the  report  said,  to  be  no  regulations  to  ensure  that 
doctors  were  made  aware  of  the  patient's  occupaiion  and  that  the  patient 
warned  his  employer  of  the  possible  dangers  of  his  medication.  No  indication 
was  given  of  the  strength  of  the  product  or  of  the  dose  being  taken,  but  one 
might  wonder  how  many  of  those  in  charge  of  vehicles  on  a  fast  and 
congested  motorway  are  in  the  same  position  as  the  unfortunate  railwayman. 
It  was  extremely  fortunate  that  all  involved  escaped  serious  injury.

He  was  guest- 
of-honour  at  the  first  conference  of  the 
Ghanaian  branch  where  he  delivered  the 
first  lecture.  After  a  series  of  lectures  to 
members  in  Accra  he  was  visiting  Kumasi 
before  going  on  to  Lagos  and  Ife. 

At  the  University  of  Ife  he  will  be  an 
official  guest  at  a  management  seminar 
organised  by  Dr  J.  Kulkarni,  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Continuing  Educa- 
tion in  Pharmacy,  who  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Institute  in  the  UK  for  many 
years.  The  climax  of  the  seminar  will  be 
the  launching  of  the  Nigerian  branch  of 
the  Institute  by  Mr  Tomski  in  co-opera- 
tion with  Mr  J.  O.  Olarogum,  the  national 
secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Nigeria.  Mr  Tomski  is  scheduled  to 
return  to  England  on  March  24. 
Mr  Fletcher  Hyde,  Great  Glen,  Leics,  has 
been  appointed  to  the  Committee  on 
Safety  of  Medicines  subcommittee  on 
standards  of  herbal  products  [corrected 
note].

Treatment  for  baldness 

Bioscal,  a  scalp  treatment  claimed  to  res- 
tore hair  growth  on  balding  heads  and  the 
subject  of  a  feature  article  in  last  week's 
New  Scientist,  is  to  be  made  available 
through  pharmacies  from  April  1.  Devel- 
oped by  Prof  Kai  Setala  and  Dr  Schreck- 
Purola  of  the  University  of  Helsinki,  the 
treatment  was  discovered  during  a  20-year 
research  programme  into  the  skin  barrier. 
The  scientists  say  that  in  more  than  60 
per  cent  of  clinical  test  cases,  new  hair 
growth  began  within  28  weeks. 

Other  results  showed  that  scaling  was 
reduced  or  eliminated  within  one  to  three 
weeks  of  daily  treatment  and  excessive 
hair  loss  was  stopped  or  greatly  reduced 
within  two  to  four  weeks  of  treatment. 
In  some  cases,  new  hair  growth  was 
visible  after  only  six  to  ten  weeks  of  daily 
treatment. 

Bioscal  is  said  to  work,  in  part,  by 
cleansing  the  scalp — "old  residual  hair  and 
horny  residue  are  removed  from  the 
follicles,  allowing  the  new  hair  to  grow. 
Cell  division  in  the  hair  follicle  and  in  the 
epidermis  is  stimulated  and  new  hair 
growth  is  effected.  The  treatment  also 
loosens  the  subcutaneous  tissue  which 
surrounds  the  follicles,  increasing  blood 
circulation  in  the  scalp." 

Bioscal  (£4-95)  is  presented  in  a  car- 
toned glass  bottle  incorporating  an  appli- 
cator. A  companion  shampoo  (£1-95)  is 
in  a  cartoned  cylindrical  white  plastic 
container;  it  is  described  as  "the  effective 
treatment  for  dandruff". 

Consumer  advertising  has  to  await  a 
decision  by  the  Advertising  Standards 
Authority  on  the  evidence  presented  by 
Bioscal's  originators — there  is  a  general 
ASA  ban  on  advertising  baldness  treat- 
ments. (ComoPharm  Ltd,  PO  Box  789, 
London  SW18  4TX).

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Contract  facilities  grow  under 
Medicines  Act  stimulus 


A  massive  redevelopment  programme,  now 
nearing  completion  of  its  last  stage,  has 
made  Regent  Laboratories  Ltd  one  of 
Britain's  leading  generic  and  contract  tablet 
and  capsule  manufacturers,  Mr  Peter 
Briess,  managing  director,  told  C&D  last- 
week.  With  the  north-west  London  factory 
design  keeping  up  to  and  ahead  of 
Medicines  Act  requirements,  the  company 
is  able  to  offer  a  unique  combination  of 
contract  services  to  the  pharmaceutical 
industry,  services  which  some  established 
manufacturers  are  finding  it  cheaper  to  use 
than  to  upgrade  their  own  facilities. 

Of  prime  importance  is  the  new  granula- 
tion and  compression  area,  which  has  just 
become  fully  operational.  The  medicines 
inspectorate  have  been  very  much  con- 
cerned to  ensure  total  cross-contamination 
security  in  factories  where  penicillin  is 
handled,  for  obvious  reasons.  Regent  have 
therefore  installed  a  self-contained  unit  for 
the  production  of  penicillin  formulations, 
with  independent  air  conditioning  and  staff 
and  materials  access — the  penicillin  enters 
in  sealed  containers  and  leaves  in  sealed 
packs  of  the  final  dosage  form.  Two 
similar  self-contained  units  are  operated — 
one  for  tetracyclines  in  which  all  tablets 
are  varnished  before  moving  on  to  the 
coating  stages  in  the  main  facility ;  the 
other  for  steroids  which,  being  uncoated, 
are  sealed  into  final  containers  before 
leaving  the  section. 

Another  feature  is  that  mixing,  granula- 
tion and  drying  stages  are  carried  out  in 
totally-enclosed  and  independent  air- 
conditioned  suites,  each  handling  only  one 
product  at  a  time.  Regent  believe  they  are 


unique  in  offering  these  suites  for  contract 
hire,  for  a  period  or  permanently.  An 
extensive  dust  extraction  installation  covers 
the  whole  of  the  new  production  area — 
and  accounted  for  almost  half  the  cost! 

Since  Regent  Laboratories  were  the  sub- 
ject of  a  company  profile  in  C&D,  June 
13,  1970,  p915,  the  original  building  has 
been  expanded  to  four,  adding  nearly 
20,000sq  ft  to  the  working  areas.  There 
has  also  been  a  general  scaling-up  of 
equipment,  raising  the  minimum  economic 
order  to  around  million  tablets  against 
50,000  in  1970.  This  is  partly  a  consequence 
of  the  medicines  legislation  because  con- 
siderable capital  investment  has  been  re- 
quired to  provide  facilities  of  an  approved 
standard.  As  an  example  of  new  expenses 
Mr  Briess  quotes  the  continuous  sampling 
of  air  to  check  against  penicillin  cross- 
contamination — it  is  anticipated  that  the 
microbiological  assays  alone  will  cost  the 
company  well  in  excess  of  £6,000  a  year. 
Quality  controt  is  now  required  on  every 
container  of  every  ingredient,  including 
sugar,  starch,  etc,  providing  repetitive  and 
boring  work  for  the  analysts — whose 
numbers  have  had  to  be  strengthened 
accordingly.  Submissions  have  also  had  to 
be  made  for  hundreds  of  product  licences. 
Mr  Briess  has  thus  been  confirmed  in  his 
prediction  expressed  to  C&D  in  1970,  that 
"prices  of  generics  are  far  too  low  and  the 
trade  can  expect  to  pay  more  when 
Regulations  have  been  made  under  the 
Medicines  Act." 

Expansion  plans  currently  in  hand  in- 
clude the  installation  of  a  new  enlarged 
packing  and  warehouse  unit,  and  expansion 
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Dust  extractors  ensure  clean  working 
during  transfer  processes. 


and  modernisation  of  laboratory  facilities. 

But  the  investments  are  paying  off,  and 
Mr  Briess  believes  Regent  are  the  only 
British  contract  source  of  coated  tablets 
and  filled  soft  and  hard  gelatin  capsules 
"under  one  roof."  In  the  past  six  years, 
there  ha:>  been  a  five-fold  increase  in  sales 
value,  with  exports  now  accounting  for 
over  one-third  of  turnover.  Here  legislation 
may  have  helped  because  overseas  com- 
panies setting  up  in  Britain  require  an 
approved  manufacturer  for  their  products 
— negotiations  are  in  hand  with  one  for 
Regent  to  manufacture  for  his  entire 
export  market.  "The  Made  in  Great 
Britain'  label  is  still  liked  on  medicines." 
says  Mr  Briess.

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iharmacy: 
call  for  clear 
definition 


"Visiting  pharmacy"  is  a  more  accurate 
description  of  what  is  now  called  "ward 
pharmacy",  according  to  Mr  D.  R.  Forbes, 
principal  pharmacist,  Southampton  Gen- 
eral Hospital,  and  1974  winner  of  the 
Merck  Sharpe  &  Dohme  Award. 

Presenting  his  award-winning  paper  to 
a  Guild  of  Hospital  Pharmacists'  function 
last  week,  Mr  Forbes  said  a  true  ward 
pharmacist  was  "perhaps  more  a  person 
approaching  the  clinical  pharmacy  situa- 
tion"— but  that  term  in  itself  was  "quite 
misleading".  If  it  was  interpreted  as 
meaning  a  clinically-orientated  pharma- 
cist, then  it  was  not  difficult  to  achieve. 
However,  thought  of  as  a  pharmacist  on 
the  ward  at  the  correct  times  to  advise 
the  clinician  on  prescribing,  it  was  as  yet 
a  "pipe  dream".  Until  the  education  of 
pharmacists  was  so  organised,  he  warned, 
"then  this  'Utopia'  so  often  quoted  by  pre- 
registration  students  is  far  away." 

Mr  Forbes'  paper  concerned  the  organ- 
isation and  co-ordination  of  inpatient  and 
outpatient  pharmacy  services  within  an 
existing  ward  distribution  scheme.  He 
visited  21  hospitals  in  a  survey  to  help 
him  to  decide  upon  a  co-ordinated  system 
to  operate  in  a  new  pharmacy  under  con- 
struction at  Southampton.  He  felt  that 
"ward  pharmacy"  was  the  best  link 
between  all  the  areas  as  well  as  with  the 
pharmacy  information  service. 

Choice  critical 

Looking  at  the  role  of  visiting  pharma- 
cist, Mr  Forbes  felt  the  choice  of  person 
was  critical.  "Should  just  any  pharmacist 
be  sent  on  to  the  wards  ...  just  to 
saturate  the  hospital  with  the  scheme? 
Surely  not.  The  staff  chosen  should  not 
only  have  a  knowledge  of  the  problems 
they  must  solve,  but  be  motivated  to 
believe  in  what  they  are  doing  because 
if  this  cannot  be  done,  then  'clinical  phar- 
macy' seems  to  be  even  further  away." 
Many  pharmacists  employed  as  ward 
pharmacists  considered  it  a  chore  to  visit 
wards  at  all.  It  was  the  quality  of  the 
service  that  mattered,  and  it  might  be 
better  in  some  instances  to  educe  the 
service  and  concentrate  on  making  it  more 
effective  in  the  areas  it  did  operate  in, 
rather  than  a  mediocre  service  throughout. 

The  essential  level  in  organising  and 
co-ordinating  any  system  was  to  approach 
the  consumer,  and  the  visiting  pharmacist 
was  in  an  ideal  position  to  ensure  that 
the  medicines  supplied  met  the  doctors', 
nurses'  and  patients'  requirements.  Close 
monitoring  should  be  carried  out  on  a 
ward  to  see  that  items  supplied  were  used 
as  the  pharmacy  intended.  However  Mr 
Forbes  said  experience  at  Southampton 
had  showed  that  nurses  were  still  in  the 


best  position  to  order  routine  stocks  as 
long  as  lists  and  levels  had  been  agreed. 
Temporary  stocks  should  be  checked  by 
the  pharmacist. 

The  number  of  beds  covered  by  each 
pharmacist  varied  "widely"  with  an 
average  of  112  beds.  That  number  could 
be  modified  to  take  account  of  the  level 
of  support  given  to  a  ward  or  department 
If  only  a  "public  relations  exercise"  was 
contemplated,  then  up  to  300  beds  could 
be  covered  by  one  pharmacist.  Where 
ward  pharmacy  was  developed  to  the 
extent  of  visiting  individual  patients,  only 
60  beds  could  be  covered,  assuming  the 
pharmacist  was  not  solely  responsible  for 
ward  pharmacy. 

When  a  ward  pharmacist  was  drawn 
from  the  ranks  of  staff  pharmacists,  their 
loyalties  were  divided,  and  they  would 
rather  not  leave  the  unit  they  managed 
for  too  long  on  its  own.  The  alternative 
was  to  employ  pharmacists  solely  as  ward 
pharmacists  which  Mr  Forbes  did  not  think 
an  extravagant  waste  of  manpower.  Most 
hospitals  were  not  covering  departments 
and  outside  units  which  were  treating 
patients  with  stock  drugs — it  was  the  use 
of  stock  drugs  without  a  pharmacist  mon- 
itoring the  prescription  that  was  one  of 
the  aims  of  introducing  ward  pharmacy. 

On  an  average  of  112  beds  per  ward,  a 
1,000  bed  district  general  hospital  would 
have  to  provide  nine  pharmacists.  If  not 
employed  full-time,  they  would  have  to 
be  expected  to  be  out  of  the  department 
for  up  to  four  hours  a  day.  For  an 
intensive  care  ward  or  acute  medical 
ward,  the  number  of  beds  fell  to  30-40, 
and  in  a  general  or  geriatric  long  stay 
ward  the  number  could  be  above  200 
beds.  In  psychiatric  units  ward  pharmacy 
would  pose  a  problem  but  as  medication 
was  less  variable,  up  to  200  beds  could 
be  seen  daily  on  a  "visiting  basis". 

Annotation 

The  pharmacist  should  be  able  to 
annotate  the  prescription  to  clear  up  any 
ambiguity,  said  Mr  Forbes.  "If  made  in 
something  as  simple  as  green  ink,  every- 
body can  be  made  aware  that  the  annota- 
tions are  those  of  the  pharmacist  and  are 
there  for  guidance  only." 

Mr  Forbes  felt  there  were  two  solutions 
to  the  problem  of  how  to  initiate  the 
supply  of  non-stock  items  by  the  ward 
pharmacist.  The  first,  which  was  "some 
years  away",  meant  the  prescription  being 
fed  into  a  computer  at  the  prescribing 
stage,  with  the  therapy  profile  being  called 
up  by  the  pharmacy.  The  other  way  was 
already  in  use  in  hospitals  with  a  com- 
puterised prescribing  monitoring  system 
where  the  computer  record  was  made  as 
a  carbon  copy  of  the  main  prescription 
and  could  easily  be  detached. 

Whilst  accepting  that  if  possible  hos- 
pitals should  buy  in  unit  packs  from 
manufacturers,  "a  more  concerted  effort 
must  be  made  within  hospital  pharmacy 
to  agree  on  the  design  of  such  goods." 
The  argument  for  standardisation  was 
weakened  by  the  acceptance  of  a  varied 
range  of  packs  which  were  not  repack- 
aged, eg  injections,  ointments  and  creams. 
He  did  not  think  it  worth  the  time 
relabelling  all  bought-in  proprietary  packs 
with  approved  names,  but  "it  is  up  to  us 
to  agree  on  the  way  industry  should  label 
these  unit  packs." 


Post  Scripts 


Ancient  prescriptions 

British  pharmaceutical  historians  may  be 
intrigued  by  a  new  claim  that  the  USSR 
is  the  birthplace  of  pharmacology.  More 
precisely,  the  claim  relates  to  Azerbaijan, 
the  Soviet  State  on  the  west  of  the  Cas- 
pian Sea.  The  following  text  has  been 
issued  by  a  Moscow  Press  agency: 
Asaf  Rustamov,  of  the  Azerbaijan  Medi- 
cal Institute,  has  completed  his  work  of 
many  years  standing  on  deciphering  and 
systematising  prescriptions  used  in  the 
folk  medicine  of  ancient  Azerbaijan.  All 
but  30  of  a  thousand  prescriptions  have 
been  translated  from  the  ancient  Arabic, 
Farsi  and  Turkish  languages  into  Latin, 
Azerbaijan  and  Russian.  A  dictionary  of 
medical  terms  of  mediaeval  Azerbaijan 
folk  medicine  has  been  compiled. 

The  literal  translation  of  old  prescrip- 
tions would  be  of  little  use  to  modern 
science,  so  Rustamov  also  determined  the 
exact  dose  of  each  component  that 
formed  a  medicine.  This  was  a  difficult 
task.  The  mediaeval  physicians  of  Azer- 
baijan used  154  units  of  weight  when 
writing  out  their  prescriptions,  while  the 
medical  "Canon"  of  the  Avicenna,  which 
summed  up  the  achievements  of  oriental 
medical  thought,  contained  only  43  names 
of  the  then  existing  units  of  weight. 

Rustamov  turned  the  unknown  units  of 
weight  into  those  used  by  Avicenna  and 
then  into  the  modern  system  of  weights 
and  measures.  It  was  only  after  that  that 
the  systemisation  and  deciphering  of 
medical  prescriptions  of  ancient  Azer- 
baijan, which  lasted  over  ten  years,  was 
completed  in  the  main. 

10th  century  book 

Up  to  now  it  was  believed  that  pharma- 
cology as  a  science  was  formed  in  the 
1 2th  century.  However,  the  works  on 
oriental  materia  medica  which  have  been 
studied  casts  doubt  on  this.  "We  have 
found  that  as  far  back  as  the  10th  century 
Abu-Mansur  Muvafag,  a  fellow-country- 
man of  ours,  wrote  a  book  on  pharma- 
cology in  which  he  divided  all  the  medi- 
cines he  knew  into  three  groups,"  Rustamov 
explains.  "The  first  included  75  mineral 
remedies  such  an  antimony,  gold,  zinc, 
oxide,  caustic  silver,  magnesia,  jasper, 
malachite  and  others;  the  second  group, 
which  is  the  most  numerous  one,  included 
466  vegetable  medicines,  while  the  third 
44  remedies  of  animal  origin.  In  a  word, 
the  study  of  problems  of  ancient  oriental 
medicine  presents  interest  not  only  to 
medical  men." 

Explaining  why  the  medicine  of  ancient 
Azerbaijan  in  particular  became  the 
object  of  research,  when  the  concept  of 
the  "ancient  East"  refers  to  a  far  greater 
number  of  countries,  Rustamov  points  out 
that  an  ancient  caravan  route  lay  across 
the  territory  of  Azerbaijan,  which  scholars 
have  called  "the  gateway  to  the  history  of 
Europe  and  Asia".

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'Pharmacy'  title— need  for 
a  clear  directive 

The  following  letter,  on  the  use  of  the 
word  "pharmacy"  in  advertising,  has  been 
sent  to  the  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  by  Mr  R.  P.  Marr,  superintendent 
pharmacist  of  Forbes  Johnston  Ltd, 
Dundee. 

Recent  decisions  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  regarding  terms  which  may  or  may 
not  be  used  in  advertising  by  "persons 
lawfully  conducting  a  retail  pharmacy 
business''  indicate  clearly  a  determination 
to  enforce  ruling  by  applying  the  Society's 
sanctions  as  necessary  to  the  offenders. 

This  would  appear  to  be  a  thoroughly 
laudable  attitude  but  in  view  of  the  serious 
consequences  which  may  occur  to  those 
who  fail  to  observe  the  rules,  it  seems 
essential  that  these  should  be  clearly  de- 
fined and  applied. 

No  professional  implication 

There  have  been  several  examples  quoted 
recently  in  various  journals  of  the  use  of 
the  word  "pharmacy"  in  advertisements. 
These  have  not  been  advertisements  for 
medicinal  products  or  for  professional  ser- 
vices and  I  cannot  find  in  the  Statement 
upon  Matters  of  Professional  Conduct 
any  specific  item  which  states  that  the 
word  "pharmacy"  may  not  be  used  in 
general  advertising — provided,  of  course, 
that  it  is  used  in  such  a  manner  that  it 
could  not  be  interpreted  by  a  ieasonab!e 
person  as  implying  that  one  was  specific- 
ally advertising  dispensing  services  or 
suggesting  that  such  dispensing  services 
were  superior  to  those  provided  by  another 
establishment. 

1  enclose  a  copy  of  an  advertisement 
which  appeared  in  the  Dundee  Evening 
Telegraph  of  February  27,  placed  by  a 
national  concern  which  seems  to  me  to  be 
a  good  illustration  of  a  non-invidious  and 
not  unprofessional  use  of  the  word  "phar- 
macy" in  advertising. 

It  would,  of  course,  be  most  invidious 
if  one  company  were  allowed  to  use  the 
word  "pharmacy"  in  their  Press  adver- 
tising and  another  were  not. 

We  intend  in  future,  therefore,  to  use 
phrases  such  as  "at  Forbes  Johnston  phar- 
macies only"  and  "at  your  nearest  Forbes 
Johnston  pharmacy"  in  our  own  advertis- 
ing where  this  seems  appropriate. 

Naturally  we  shall  take  great  care  to 
avoid  the  use  of  the  word  in  a  way  which 
could  be  interpreted  in  a  manner  contrary 
to  the  spirit  of  the  Statement  upon  Matters 
of  Professional  Conduct. 

However,  in  view  of  the  preamble  to 
that  Statement  regarding  the  fact  that  it  is 
not  necessarily  all-inclusive  and  the  sugges- 
tion that  a  pharmacist  may  seek  the 
guidance  of  the  Council,  I  wish  to  give 
you  notice  of  our  intention. 

To  avoid  unnecessary  correspondence,  I 
give  you  notice  now  that  my  company 
wishes  to  start  using  the  word  "pharmacy" 


in  its  advertising  with  effect  from  April  1, 
1975,  and  that  I  shall  conclude  that  this 
meets  with  the  Statutory  Committee's  ap- 
proval in  principle  unless  I  can  show  the 
board  of  directors  a  clear  directive  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  such  a  use 
is  contrary  to  ihe  Statutes  in  force  and,  in 
this  event,  also  give  them  an  assurance 
that  any  and  all  other  persons  or  com- 
panies lawfully  conducting  a  retail  phar- 
macy business  shall  be  restrained  im- 
mediately from  using  the  word  "pharmacy" 
in  their  advertising  by  appropriate  action 
on  the  part  of  the  Society. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  issue 
— particularly  to  superintendent  pharma- 
cists such  as  myself,  I  have  communicated 
the  contents  of  this  letter  to  the  Press. 

Open  letter  to  IMPU 

I  should  be  obliged  if  you  would  publish 
the  following  open  letter  to  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union. 
After  reading  the  leaflet  "The  use  of 
chemist  in  advertising"  I  am  of  the  earn- 
est opinion  that  a  vote  of  no  confidence 
should  be  taken  immediately  in  the  NPU. 
The  last  sentence  in  the  first  paragraph  of 
this  policy  statement — "Our  view  is  that 
for  the  foreseeable  future  most  pharma- 
cies will  have  to  rely  on  a  measure  of 
success  at  retailing  for  their  very  exist- 
ence" pinpoints  the  absolute  uselessness  of 
the  Union  in  negotiating  a  better  standard 
of  living  from  dispensing.  A  Union  that 
thinks  and  moreover  speaks  like  this 
should  be  replaced  immediately. 

//;  October  1964  the  NUP  Executive 
Committee  said  "There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  months  which  lie  ahead  will  be  difficult 
ones  for  many  members  ....  The  NPU 
is  confident  that  private  retail  pharmacy 
can  and  will  find  the  answers  to  its  prob- 
lems if  members  will  accept  the  guidance 
of  the  Executive  Committee". 

In  January  1975  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee "considers  that  members  are  finding  life 
hard  enough  at  present  and  the  general 


I  am  writing  on  behalf  of  Lincolnshire 
Area  Chemist  Contractors  Committee  to 
express  our  concern  at  the  way  in  which 
the  British  Medical  Association's  proposal 
on  rural  dispensing  is  being  treated. 

On  January  15,  1975,  the  BMA  said 
that  they  "would  be  agreeable  to  a  mora- 
torium which  would  prevent  dispensing 
doctors  dispensing  in  areas  previously 
served  by  a  pharmacy  and  prevent  phar- 
macies taking  over  dispensing  previously 
done  by  doctors."  As  50  per  cent  of  the 
doctors  in  Lincolnshire  are  dispensing 
doctors  the  Committee  feels  reasonably 
qualified  to  give  an  informed  view  of  the 
proposal.  After  careful  consideration  it 
wishes  to  record  its  firm  support  for  the 
principle  of  a  moratorium  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons: 

□  It  would  mark  the  end  of  the  deteriora- 
tion of  pharmacy  dispensing  in  rural 
areas  after  a  quarter  of  a  century  of 
futile  slanging  with  the  medical  profession. 

□  It  would  eliminate  the  rural  pharma- 
cist's real  fear  of  losing  50  per  cent  of  his 
income  overnight,  should  his  non-disDen- 
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position  is  not  likely  to  improve  during 
the  immediate  future".  After  a  very  luke- 
warm try  to  improve  the  position  over  ten 
years,  it  can  only  be  said  that  under  your 
guidance  the  financial  rewards  of  phar- 
macy for  the  proprietor  pharmacist  have 
gone  from  bad  to  worse. 

If  instead  of  telling  us  again  and  again 
what  we  all  know  you  would  speak  with 
the  utmost  urgency  to  the  Minister  of 
Health:-  urge  strike  action;  speak  on 
television,  as  during  the  past  months  the 
miners'  union,  railway  signallers'  union, 
doctors  and  nurses,  etc,  all  have  been  seen 
doing,  we  might  quickly  receive  our  new 
backdated  contract  with  r-eal  salaries  (not 
notional  bunkum),  better  hours,  remunera- 
tion for  use  of  premises,  etc.  Talks  have 
been  going  on  for  so  long,  for  so  little 
increase,  it  is  like  a  fairy  tale  of  never 
never  happenings. 

I  personally  think  the  time  has  come  to 
hand  tne  whole  matter  over  to  the 
Ombudsman,  failing,  of  course,  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  paid  negotiator.  It  is  time 
also  that  we  are  told  exactly  what  our 
subscription  is  paying  for.  Certainly  not 
for  results. 

Additional  staff 

In  December  1964.  NPU  Supplement, — 
"Members  who  read  the  report  of  the 
meeting  for  October  will  know  that  con- 
sideration has  to  be  given  to  the  provision 
of  additional  staff  ....  and  of  expansion 
necessary  to  give  increased  services  to 
members.  The  problem  to  be  faced  will 
inevitably  lead  to  additional  expediture. 
Having  regard  to  this  and  other  financial 
commitments  consideration  is  being  given 
to  the  level  of  the  NPU  suoscription!" 

I  think  we  should  be  told  exactly  where 
our  money  has  gone.  Is  it  on  glossy  pam- 
phlets for  holidays  abroad,  helping  to 
finance  the  "Care"  project,  or  just  on  over- 
employment of  staff,  which  many  of  us 
could  do  with  (but  ill  afford)  in  our  own 
pharmacies?

small  firms 
exemption? 

The  Health  and  Safety  Commission  is 
considering  whether  small  employers 
should  be  exempted  from  the  requirement 
under  the  Health  and  Safety  at  Work  etc 
Act  that  they  should  prepare  written 
statements  of  their  policy  for  health  and 
safety  of  employees. 

The  Act  laid  down  that  such  state- 
ments, which  would  include  the  arrange- 
ments to  carry  out  the  policy,  should  be 
drawn  up  by  April  1  and  revised  when- 
ever necessary.  However,  the  Commission 
is  currently  consulting  both  sides  of  indus- 
try and  local  authorities  on  its  proposal 
to  exempt  employers  with  less  than  five 
employees  from  the  requirement,  unless 
there  are  safety  representatives  appointed 
or  elected  from  amongst  the  employees. 

The  Commission  has  drawn  up  pre- 
liminary guidance  notes  on  how  to  pre- 
pare the  written  policy  statements,  and 
copies  of  the  leaflet  are  available  from 
local  offices  of  HM  Factory  Inspectorate, 
Alkali  Inspectorate  or  the  Commission,  1 
Chepstow  Place,  London  W2  4TF. 
Although  not  setting  out  a  model  state- 
ment, the  leaflet  does  suggest  that 
employer  organisations,  industry  associa- 
tions or  professional  bodies  might  wish 
to  consider  issuing  their  own  guidance  on 
the  activities  in  which  they  are  concerned. 

Chemists'  public  safety 
responsibility  stressed 

The  necessity  for  chemists  in  industry  to 
consider  the  public's  safety  was  stressed 
last  week  at  a  Press  conference  to  launch 
a  guide  to  professional  conduct  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Chemistry. 

Dr  L.  Williams,  chairman  of  the  Insti- 
tute's ethical  committee,  said  that  pre- 
viously there  had  only  been  two  sides  to 
the  chemist's  contract — his  own  and  that 
of  his  employer.  However,  a  third  part — 
that  of  society — was  now  looming  larger. 
The  guide  was  produced  to  alert  the 
chemist  to  his  responsibilities. 

The  guide — "Professional  conduct:  guid- 
ance for  chemists" — covers  such  subjects 
as:  areas  of  employment  where  profes- 
sional responsibilities  are  particularly 
onerous  (the  pharmaceutical,  cosmetics, 
crop  protection  and  food  industries  and 
the  National  Health  Service);  trade  union 
membership;  the  priorities  of  professional 
conduct;  the  chemist  in  salaried  employ- 
ment; and  public  responsibilities.  In  the 
section  safety,  health  and  the  environment, 
(he  guide  points  out  that  there  is  a  three- 
fold responsibility — as  intelligent  citizens, 
as  scientists  and  as  specialists.  "They 
should  not  shelter  behind  the  excuse  that 
they  are  concerned  only  with  the  progress 
of  their  science  and  cannot  be  expected  to 


concern  themselves  with  the  use,  for  good 
or  bad,  to  which  their  work  is  put."  Their 
knowledge  and  training  put  them  in  a  good 
position  to  foresee  dangers,  and,  unless 
subject  to  specific  restraints  like  the  Official 
Secrets  Act,  "they  should  be  prepared  to 
speak  out  against  any  harmful  side-effects 
of  science  and  technology  and  to  advocate 
suitable  precautions." 

Forehearth  colour  gives 
new  choice 

A  flexible  method  of  feeding  colours  into 
ihe  glass  melt  at  the  forehearth  stage  has 
been  introduced  by  Rockware  Glass  Ltd 
at  its  Knottingley  plant. 

Known  as  feeder  colour,  it  makes  pos- 
sible the  production  of  glass  containers  in 
special  colours  as  opposed  to  the  usual 
white  flint,  green  glass  and  amber  glass  to 
which  the  big  furnaces  are  devoted.  Moder- 
ate quantities — starting  at  perhaps  100,000 
containers  or  so — may  be  considered.  The 
process  allows  the  glassmaker  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  toiletries,  cosmetics  and  phar- 
maceuticals market  which  require  quality 
containers  in  moderate  quantities. 

The  colourant  is  introduced,  as  pellets, 
to  the  molten  glass  outside  the  furnace,  in 
the  heated  forehearth  down  which  the  glass 
flows  on  its  way  to  the  forming  machines. 
Colour  changes  can  be  made  by  the  manu- 
facturer as  often  as  once  every  few  days. 

With  the  new  process,  Rockware  believe 
they  can  quote  competitively  for  moderate 
quantities  and  meet  the  competition  that 
has  arisen  from  abroad. 


News  in  brief 

□  National  Giro  is  to  be  allowed  to  offer 
facilities  for  personal  loans  and  overdrafts 
for  private  and  business  customers,  Mr 
Tony  Benn,  Industry  Secretary,  told  Par- 
liament last  week. 

□  Dr  J.  E.  Jenkyn-Thomas,  Morden, 
Surrey,  suggests  in  a  letter  in  last  week's 
British  Medical  Journal  that  all  tablets 
should  be  labelled  to  show  if  they  con- 
tained gluten.  It  is  an  "absurd  state  of 
affairs"  when  it  is  possible  to  tell  by  the 
label  if  baken  beans  are  safe  for  coeliacs, 
and  for  doctors  then  to  prescribe  tablets 
containing  gluten,  he  points  out. 

□  The  qualifying  period  of  unemploy- 
ment necessary  before  a  complaint  of  un- 
fair dismissal  can  be  made  has  been 
reduced  to  26  weeks  from  last  Sunday. 
The  change,  incorporated  in  the  Trade 
Union  and  Labour  Relations  Act  1974, 
means  that  employees  dismissed  on  or 
after  March  16,  1975,  will  be  eligible  to 
complain  of  unfair  dismissal  to  an  indus- 
trial tribunal  after  26  weeks  continuous 
employment  instead  of  52  weeks.

Collectors  pay 
high  prices 

At  the  series  of  art  auctions  held  by  Mak 
van  Waay,  BV,  (Sotheby  Parke  Bernet 
group)  Amsterdam,  March  3-18,  the  section 
on  March  12  concerning  pewter,  copper 
and  bronze  antiques  included  three  early 
Gothic  mortars — the  tall-one-handled  type 
with  the  lion  paws  from  which  the  ribs 
ascend,  height  14-  17cm — as  well  as  several 
dated  Dutch  pestles  and  mortars  with 
Renaissance  period  decoration.  An  out- 
standing item  was  a  large  English  pestle 
and  mortar  which  bore  the  name  "Edward 
Momby"  and  the  date  1706  underneath  the 
rim.  The  mortar  which  had  three  rows  of 
ornamentation — arabesques  and  leaf  gar- 
lands— was  31cm  in  height.  It  fetched  6,500 
guilders  (£1,150)  and  was  acquired  by  a 
Dutch  collector. 

Highly  important  Italian  maiolica  sold 
at  Sotheby  &  Co  auction  rooms  at  New 
Bond  Street,  London  included  several  drug 
jars  from  the  collection  of  the  late  Mr 
Damiron  of  Lyons.  When  Mr  Damiron's 
original  collection  was  offered  for  sale  by 
Sotheby  &  Co  on  June  16,  1938,  the  pre- 
face to  the  sale  catalogue  described  the 
pieces  as  belonging  to  the  finest  period  of 
Italian  maiolica  (1480-1530)  many  of  the 
greatest  rarity.  A  Florentine  "oak  leaf  jar 
(restored),  together  with  a  Montelupo  "oak 
leaf"  jar  from  the  Imbert  collection,  both 
the  property  of  his  son  Paul  Damiron, 
were  sold  for  £800  and  £3,100  respectively. 
A  restored  Faenza  albarello,  height  21.3cm, 
fetched  £850.  An  important  Tuscan  alba- 
rello, date  about  1470,  height  32.5cm  made 
for  the  Aragonese  pharmacy  at  Castle- 
nuova  in  Naples  reached  £4,100.  Lot  9 
was  a  handsome  polychrome  Deruta  drug 
jar,  with  spout  and  handle,  decorated  with 
a  wreath  of  leaves  and  fruit  in  green  and 
yellow  enclosing  the  title  SYR.°  DE 
MENTA,  the  date  1507  below  the  wide 
strap  handle,  above  a  cherub's  head 
emerging  from  a  marine  monster,  height 
22.7cm.  The  companion  jar,  undated,  bore 
the  label  MIVA  CITONIS,  a  confection 
of  quinces,  height  24cm.  Both,  from  the 
Pringsheim  Collection,  were  sold  at  Sothe- 
bys  in  1939  for  £24  and  £20  respectively! 
Today's  prices  were  £3,800  and  £3,000.

Public  ownership  or  Government  control 
Df  the  pharmaceutical  industry  would  not 
improve  the  present  direction  and  manage- 
ment of  pharmaceutical  research  despite 
claims  put  forward  by  certain  politicians, 
according  to  a  booklet  published  on 
Monday. 

In  a  review  entitled,  "Pharmaceutical 
research  and  public  ownership",  John 
Maddox.  writer  and  broadcaster  and  a 
former  editor  of  Nature,  says  that  the 
jgovernment  and  the  pharmaceutical  in- 
dustry have  "a  mutual  interest  in  the 
direction  and  volume  of  research".  The 
legitimate  public  interest  lay  in  three 
directions: 

□  That  new  drugs  produced  would  be 
socially  beneficial. 

□  That  they  had  (or  should  have)  an  in- 
terest in  the  industry's  export  earnings. 

□  That  the  market  for  prescription  medi- 
cines should  not  be  used  as  a  cloak  for 
research  expenditures  which  were  wasteful 
and  a  needless  addition  to  the  cost  of 
medicines. 

"My  own  belief  is  that  the  present  orga- 
nisation of  the  industry's  research  is  a 
better  assurance  that  these  legitimate  pub- 
lic interests  are  satisfied  than  any  other 
scheme  that  might  be  devised",  he  adds. 

NHS  'service  industry'  refuted 

Mr  Maddox  refutes  the  suggestion  that  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  should  be  re- 
garded as  "a  kind  of  service  industry  for 
the  NHS."  To  do  so  neglected  the  extent 
to  which  experience  had  shown,  in  Britain 
and  elsewhere,  that  the  costs  of  successful 
innovation  in  pharmaceuticals  could  not 
be  recovered  from  a  market  so  small  as  the 
British,  which  amounts  to  about  4  per  cent 
of  the  world  market  for  pharmaceuticals. 
That  was  why  all  successful  pharma- 
ceutical companies  had  found  it  prudent 
to  operate  internationally. 

Critics  of  the  industry's  research  effort 
have  not  "appreciated  the  gambling  situa- 
tion in  which  research  directors  live". 
Research  programmes  costing  several  mil- 
lion pounds  and  consuming  the  energies 
of  dozens  of  skilled  scientists  for  several 
years  on  end  are  frequently  written  off. 
"is  this  the  kind  of  activity  that  govern- 
ments would  wish  to  be  responsible  for?" 
he  asks. 

The  complaint  that  the  general  pattern 
of  pharmaceutical  research  included  much 
duplicative  work,  and  that  some  of  the 
products  which  resulted  were  not  substan- 
tial improvements  on  existing  therapies, 
required  thorough  consideration.  For  to 
some  extent  that  description  of  the  present 
state  of  affairs  was  true.  But  "the  question 
that  should  be  asked  is  whether  the  present 
pattern  of  research  could  be  avoided  with- 


out damage  to  the  industry's  capacity  to 
produce  new  drugs  in  what  is  perhaps  the 
most  international  of  all  markets. 

"Even  in  the  past  few  years,  there  have 
been  several  examples  of  how  parallel  re- 
search programmes  have  led  to  important 
but  very  different  innovations.  Given  the 
size  and  rapid  growth  of  the  British  in- 
dustry's export  business,  rationalisation 
could  easily  cost  more  in  lost  export  earn- 
ings than  it  saved  in  the  reduction  of 
resources  spent  on  research." 

In  a  further  reference  to  the  cost  of 
research  Mr  Maddox  says  the  Voluntary 
Price  Regulation  Scheme  should  take  into 
account  not  the  cost  of  a  company's  cur- 
rent research  programme  but  rather  the 
cost  of  past  research  (unsuccessful  as  well 
as  successful).  The  prices  of  new  drugs 
would  be  increased  but  so  would  export 
earnings. 

The  author  points  out  that  he  is  not.  in 
principle,  opposed  to  outright  nationalisa- 
tion or  state  participation  in  the  equity  of 
public  companies  and  explains  thai  one 
of  the  purposes  of  the  review  was  to  assist 
in  a  fuller  understanding  of  how  the  in- 
dustry carries  out  its  research.  He  empha- 
sises that,  although  the  investigation  was 
commissioned  by  the  Association  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry,  the  opin- 
ions and  judgments  expressed  are  entirely 
his  own  and  that  the  terms  under  which 
the  work  was  commissioned  would  have 
allowed  him  to  publish  independently. 

Chemical  plant  investment 
'inflation  permitting' 

The  UK  chemical  industry's  investment  in 
new  plant  could  increase  to  £640m  this 
year  from  £390m  last  year.  At  current 
prices  fixed  capital  expenditure  could  also 
increase  to  £780m  next  year  and  to  £870m 
in  1 977  according  to  the  annual  survey  of 
the  Chemical  Industries  Association  pub- 
lished on  Tuesday. 

But  that  1 20  per  cent  increase  (1 977  over 
1974)  masked  the  real  situation,  said  Mr 
Bryan  Rigby,  chairman  of  CIA's  eco- 
nomics committee  when  he  introduced  the 
report.  The  actual  plant  which  that  money 
would  buy  would  give  less  than  40  per 
cent  of  what  a  similar  sum  would  have 
been  worth  in  1970. 

"Whilst  inflation — particularly  the  more 
intensive  British  brand  of  inflation-  would 
provide  the  biggest  area  of  doubt  whether 
these  investment  intentions  would  be 
realised,  there  is  also  the  problem  of  re- 
straints on  equipment  supply." 

The  industry's  investment  plans,  while 
hopeful,  depended  on  many  factors  out- 
side the  industry's  control  if  they  were  to 
be  carried  into  reality,  he  added  Perhaps 
the  most  important  factor  was  the  ability 
of  the  industry  to  earn,  and  retain  after 
lax,  sufficient  cash  flow  to  finance  the 
planned  investment  programme. 

Criticism  of  Industry 
Bill  by  CIA 

The  views  of  the  British  chemical  industry 
on  the  Industry  Bill  are  given  in  a  state- 
ment sent  by  the  Chemical  Industries 
Association  to  members  of  Parliament  and 
others  last  week. 

In  a  letter  accompanying  the  statement. 
CIA's  director  general,  Mr  Martin  Trow- 


bridge, say  that  the  Bill  "threatens  the 
well-being  and  prosperity  of  companies 
and  employees  in  the  chemical  industry,  of 
suppliers  and  customers,  and  may  do 
serious  harm  to  the  international  com- 
petitiveness of  the  industry".  CIA  points 
out  that  the  Bill  makes  no  attempt  to 
evolve  voluntary  indicative  industry 
planning  out  of  the  existing  National  Eco- 
nomic  Development  Organisation  frame- 
work and  ignores  the  present  successful 
model  of  co-operation  between  all  sides  of 
the  chemical  industry,  its  employees  and 
the  Government.  The  clauses  on  disclos- 
ure of  information  are  of  particular  con- 
cern to  the  industry,  because  they  are 
likely  to  make  valuable  information  avail- 
able to  overseas  competitors  whose  own 
intentions  would  not  be  known. 

Among  the  important  omissions  from 
the  Bill,  CIA  says,  is  any  attempt  to  deal 
with  the  redeployment  of  people  adversely 
affected  by  the  productivity  improvements 
that  are  claimed  to  be  among  its  aims. 

There  is  also  a  failure  to  acknowledge 
the  need  for  Government  itself  to  provide 
firm  foiecasts  of  economic,  political  and 
fiscal  data  on  which  companies  can  base 
the  forecasts  of  business  plans  demanded 
by  the  Bill.

The  House  of  Lords  last  week  approved 
the  draft  Misuse  of  Drugs  Act  1971 
(Modification)  Order  1975  which  adds 
difenoxin  and  4-Bromo-2,  5-dimethoxy- 
a-methylphenethylamine  (known  collo- 
quially as  "Bromo-STP")  to  Class  A, 
Schedule  2  of  the  Misuse  of  Drugs  Act. 

LRI— Fair  Trading  Office 
meeting  this  week 

Mr  Alan  Williams,  Minister  of  State  for 
Prices  and  Consumer  Affairs,  told  the 
Commons  on  Monday  that  there  was  to 
be  a  meeting  later  this  week  between  the 
Office  of  Fair  Trading  and  L.R.  Industries 
Ltd  on  (he  Monopolies  Commission  recent 
report  on  supply  of  contraceptive  sheaths 
(C&D,  February  15,  p  216). 

C&D  understands  that  the  meeting  is 
to  be  on  the  afternoon  of  March  21. 

Slimming  foods  queried 

Mrs  Joyce  Butler  in  a  Commons  question 
on  Monday  asked  if  the  Department  of 
Prices  and  Consumer  Protection's  consul- 
tant on  food  values  had  examined  the  food 
values  of  advertised  slimming  foods.  Reply- 
ing. Mr  Robert  Maclennan,  Under  Secre- 
tary at  the  Department,  stated  that  the 
Food  Standards  Committee  would  "no 
doubt"  be  considering  whether  there  was 
a  case  for  specifying  minimal  nutritional 
standardi  for  slimming  foods  during  their 
current  review  of  food  labelling  laws. 
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Roche  claim  Minister 
knew  orders  were  invalid 

Important  questions  affecting  the  future 
functioning  of  the  Monopolies  Commission 
arose  in  an  application  by  F.  Hoffman-La 
Roche,  the  High  Court  heard  on  Monday. 
The  company  who  were  ordered  to  reduce 
the  prices  of  Librium  and  Valium  follow- 
ing a  report  by  the  Commission,  are  suing 
Sir  Ashton  Roskill  the  Commission's 
chairman,  and  the  Department  of  Trade 
and  Industry,  which  ordered  the  reductions 
and  are  trying  to  have  the  orders  nullified. 

On  Monday  Mr  Justice  Templeman  be- 
gan hearing  preliminary  applications  by  all 
the  parties  to  the  action  for  disclosure  of 
documents.  Mr  Anthony  Lloyd,  QC,  for 
Sir  Ashton  Roskill,  claimed  that  the  docu- 
ments Hoffman-La  Roche  were  seeking 
from  the  Commission  were  "privileged" 
and  their  disclosure  would  not  be  in  the 
public  interest.  A  similar  claim  was  made 
by  Mrs  Shirley  Williams,  Secretary  of 
State  for  Prices  and  Consumer  Affairs, 
added  counsel. 

Mr  Lloyd  said  that  on  the  full  trial  of 
the  action  Hoffman-La  Roche  would  seek 
to  have  the  Commission's  Report,  and  the 
Department  of  Trade's  orders  based  upon 
it,  declared  of  no  effect.  The  company  also 
claimed  damages  against  the  Department 
of  Trade  and  Industry. 

Mr  Lloyd  commented  that  at  an  earlier 
hearing  that  claim  had  been  characterised 
as  one  for  "negligent  legislation.  The 
statement  of  claim  says  that  the  Secretary 
of  State  made  the  orders  knowing  that 
they  were  invalid,  on  recklessly  not  caring 
whether  they  were  valid  or  not.  That 
sounds  more  like  the  language  of  fraud 
than  of  negligence,  but  it  is  difficult  to 
believe  the  plaintiffs  really  are  intending 
to  allege  fraud." 

The  hearing  was  expected  to  last  five 
days. 

Gillette  profits  standstill 

The  pre-tax  income  for  1974  of  the 
Gillette  Co  of  Boston,  USA,  was  practi- 
cally unchanged  at  $149-34m  although 
net  sales  at  $l,246-4m  were  up  17  per 
cent  over  1973.  The  group's  lack  of 
earnings  progress  is  attributed  to  the 
"disappointing  performance  of  the  Braun 
group,  based  in  Germany.  Althougn  its 
sales  increased  moderately,  profits,  which 
were  a  record  in  1973,  were  only  just 
above  break-even." 

Mr  V.  Ziegler,  chairman,  reports  that 
the  board  recognises  that  1975  may  be 
more  difficult  than  1974. 

Glaxo  travelling  fellowships 

Four  travelling  fellowships  for  British 
science  writers,  each  worth  £600,  are  again 
being  awarded  by  Glaxo  Holdings  Ltd. 
They  will  be  awarded  to  the  four  science 
writers  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  judges,
